“regular mortals still clawing their 
way up the corporate pyramid or 
for independent business travel- 
efs, state-of-the-art means know- 
ing how to cut comers with stvle. 
Ask a dozen seasoned travelers 
- how to do this and you're likely to 
a dozen different suggestions. 
lere are a few ploys of my own: 
© Round-the-world fares. If you 
are traveling at least halfway 
around the world in either direc- 
tion, consider an RTW ticket. 
which can save you up to 40 per- 
-cent on the full economy, first- or 
business-class fare. However, 
there are stricter conditions than 
for normal round-trips. You must 
travel in a continuous direction 
with πὸ ing. and you are 
not allowed to stop over more than 
once at any place. In most cases 
you must at least three stop- 
overs, book the first sector 14 days 
ahead and not recurn home in less 
than 14 days. RTW tickets are 
nonnally valid for a year. 

From Europe. a typical roving 
might take you through the Mid- 
dle East to the Far East. You 
could then go on to North Ameri- 
ca via the North or South Pacific.
